Reds Ask PWs 
Be Kept Neutral 


Indians Renew Decision 
To Exchange Prisoners 


PANMUNJOM I/PI—The Communists demanded today that the In- 


dians "withdraw" a decision to turn back unrepatriated war prisoners 
starting Wednesday and indicated they will not accept 349 pro-Red 
POWs. 


,The Reds insisted on more time 


for interviews with 20,039 anti- 
Communist Koreans and Chinese 
and that all prisoners be kept in 
neutral custody until a peace con- 
ference decides their fate. 


The Indians said they would'go 


ahead with the transfer of anti- 
Communist prisoners back to U. N. 
custody starting at 9 a.m. Wednes- 
day (6 p.m. EST Tuesday). The 
Allies said flatly they would be 
freed at midnight Friday. Pro-Red 
POWs, including 21 Americans, 
will remain in Indian custody at 
least temporarily. 


The text of the letter broadcast 


by Red China's Peiping radio does 
not say flatly that the Communists 
would refuse to accept custody of 


them back. But, the Reds appear 
to say so by implication. 


Lt. Gen. K. S. Thimayya, Indian 


chairman of the neutral nations 
repatriation commission, said anti- 


Red prisoners would move south- 
ward from stockades in Korea's 
neutral zone on schedule. 


He told a press conference the 


anti-Communist Chinese and Ko- 
rean prisoners were overjoyed 
when told they were to be returned 
to U. N. custody. 


Gen. John E. Hull, U. S. and 


U. N. Far East commander, flew 
to Korea from his Tokyo head- 
quarters and said he would con- 
sider the anti-Communist prisoners 
"civilians wherever they happen to 
be at midnight Friday night." 


Benson Denies Plan to 
'Dump' Farm Surplus 


Kansan Says 
Farmers Fear 
For Market 


Benson Assures Him 
U. S. Plans to Find 
Overseas Outlets 


WASHINGTON (^—Ad- 


ministration plans to dispose 
of a billion dollars worth of 
government-held farm prod- 
ucts overseas drew sharp 
criticism at a senate hearing 
today. 
« 


Sen. Schoeppel (R-Kan) told Sec- 


retary of Agriculture Benson that 
the proposal would disrupt world 
markets that already are nervous 
about what this country is going to 
do with its farm surpluses. 


Benson Explain* 


Secreary Benson, up for * sec- 


ond day of critical questioning, told 
the crowded senate agriculture 
committee hearing that it was not 
planned to give the entire billion 
dollars worth away. 


"A good part of it should be 


sold," Benson said, adding that the 
administration hoped to find new 
markets overseas. 


Benson said some may be given 


away, citing food gifts to East Ger 
mans and Pakistan this past year 
as possible patterns. 


The secretary said such gifts oft 


en create more good will th&n di 
rect dollar aid. 


Schoeppel said foreign nations 


would say " 'Why buy?" if they 
felt we were going to give away 
these surpluses." 


The senator said this could "do 


the over-all farm program injury.' 


Benson quickly assured Schoep- 


pel "we don't want to disrupt their 
markets" or strain trade and other 
relationships. 


Consult Leaders 


He said conferences are planned 


with foreign agricultural leaders to 
acquaint them with our surplus 
problems and to develop new mar 
kets. 


Schoeppel. thanked Benson for 


this statementjuid noted that con- 
gress had gone on record "against 
dumping our farm surpluses or any 
giveaway programs."

Pieper-Noble Damage Suit 
May Go to Jury Here Today 


A $20,000 suit for damages will go to a Lee county Circuit jury of 


six men and six women sometime today. 


It is expected attorneys will conclude final arguments shortly after 


court resumes at 1:30 p. m. Judge Robert Bracken is presiding. 


The trial approached its conclu- 


sion at noon today as Atty. George 
Ray, of the Dixon firm of Dixon, 
Devine and Ray, counsel for the 
plaintiff, ended the opening state- 
ment of his final argument. 


This afternoon, the jury will be 


asked to iron out another wrinkle 
in the court action' resulting from 
a fatal accident Oct. 18, 1952, on 
Rt. 26, about 2Va miles south of 
Dixon. 


Harold K. Pieper, Mt. Morris, 


administrator of the estate of his 
son, Donald Pieper, 19, killed in 
the mishap, is suing Donald Noble, 
21, Amboy,. driver of another ve- 
hicle involved in the four-car 
smashup. 


Atty. R. B. Holten, of the Free- 


port firm of Burrell and Holten, 
counsel for defendant Donald 
Noble, will present his case this 
afternoon. 


Atty. Ray today told the jury he 


has proven through the testimony 
and the facts that Noble was re- 
sponsible for the mishap, claiming 
he drove at an excessive rate of 
speed and was in the wrong lane of 
traffic. 


He pointed to photographs taken 


at the scene of the accident to 
show that the Noble car struck that 
driven by Pieper at the left front, 
indicating the Noble vehicle was 
on the wrong side of the road. 


Ray said no testimony was pre- 


sented to prove that Pieper was 
doing anything else but what a 
careful motorist should do, refer- 
ring to the testimony given by 
Mary Busser, Eldena, a passenger 


in the Pieper car at the time of the 
accident. 


Ray told the jury that evidence 


showed Noble had been drinking 
while driving that night and that 
no testimony was presented to 
show he was not drinking beer just 
before the collision occurred. 


The accident resulted in the 


death of both Donald Pieper and 
Louis Knuth, who was a passenger 
in the Noble car. 


In previous court action result- 


ing from the mishap, a circuit 
court jury awarded $5,000 to Wil- 
liam C. Knuth, Amboy, the father 
of the deceased girl, in a suit 
against Pieper.

KidnapVictim 
Relates Story 
Of Experience 
Lured Into Plot; 
Survives Three 
Days of Threats 


SAN FRANCISCO UP)—"I 


felt I Was facing death.'' 


With these words, Leonard 


Moskovitz related the weird 
series of events that ended 
early today when police res- 
cued him from two kidnapers 
and almost three days of 
threats of torture and death. 


Moskovitz, 36, a real estate 


broker, told newsmen his kidnap- 
ing actually had its beginning last 
Wednesday. 


His story: 
"That day a rather nicely dress- 


ed man came to my office. He said 
he was interested in a nice home 
in a very good district. I told him 
of one at Seacliff. He liked it and 
said he would call back. 


"He did. 
"Mr. 
Lund—that's what Harry 


Jackson called himself—asked me 
to pick him up at city hall. He said 
he was here on business and his 
wife had his car. 


Meets Brother-in-Law 


"I drove to city hall and he said 


he wanted me to meet his brother- 
in-law, who would have to help 
him out in the house deal. 
' 


"I thought it was curious but I 


drove out and stopped where he 
told me on Arbor street. I asked 
him if it was necessary to go in- 
side the house. He insisted. 


"We got out and he made sure 


that I stayed in front of him. He 
pushed me into the living room. 
He grabbed both my arms and 
pushed me down, sitting on top of 
me and said 'Don't get excited.' 


"Another man then appeared. He 


had a knife and he said 'One peep 
out of you and it's the end.1 


"I tried not to show my fear. 


Then they said 'We won't hurt 
you, we just want money. You and 
your old man have it and jf he 
doesn't have it he knows where he 
can lay his hands on it right 
away." 


Frisked Him 


"Then they frisked me, looked 


in my wallet but found no curren- 
cy. They got pretty mad when they 
found there weren't a few hundred 
dollars on my person.) 


"They made several references 


to my father as being a Golden 
Gate Bridge director and a big 
shot. I tried to impress on them 
that I just didn't have money like 
that—$500,000—but they seemed to 
be in a hurry for their money and 
wanted me to start writing letters 
demanding ransom. 


"The first letter they dictated 


was so gruesome I pleaded with 
them not to use those words. I 
told them the shock of my being 
missing would be enough for my 
family without referring to cutting 
off organs of the human body." 


In a later note, Moskovitz said 


the kidnapers threatened to cas- 
trate him if the ransom weren't 
paid. 


Change Xote 


"I succeeded in persuading them 


to let me make a few changes in 
the note. Then they took me into 
the bedroom and tied me down— 
shackling me with rope. They put 
an adhesive gag over my mouth 
and little plugs in my ears. 


"However, they were very con- 


siderate of my bathing and eating 
habits. At no time did they beat 
me or use physical violence. 


"On the second day they blind- 


folded me and were really sore 
when the answer appeared in the 
paper saying the $500,000 couldn't 
be raised. 


"They threatened me again. 


They made me -write three other 
letters. 


"At 12:45 a.m. today they took 


me out of the house to a phone 
booth and I talked to my brother. 
Then they took me back and the 
younger man went out. 


'Mr. Lund went into another 


room and at about that moment I 
heard a terrific noise. I thought it 
was gunfire and I thought it was 
the end for me. 


"Then I learned it was ths po- 
lice."

Realtor Held 
For Ransom; 
Nab Suspects 


'Police Wonderful, 
Says Freed Victim 
After 3-Day Ordeal 


SAN FRANCISCO CP)—A 


wealthy young San Francisco 
real estate broker kidnaped 
Saturday and held for $300,- 
000 ransom was rescued un- 
harmed early today by police 
who arrested the suspects. 


The kidnaped man. Leonard Mos- 


kovitz. 36. told newsmen with a 
broad smile: 


"It's wonderful. I love the police 


department." 


Dist. Atty. Thomas Lynch, in an- 


nouncing the break at 6 a. m. 
(CST) identified the two suspects 
as Harold Jackson, 57. and Joe 
Lear, 43, both 
of Sacramento, 


Calif. 


Found Shackled 


Moskovitz was found shackled in 


a rented house at 167 Arbor St., a 
few minutes after two police in- 
spectors picked up Lear as he 
tal-ked with the victim's family 
from a public telephone a few 
blocks away, Lynch said. 


Police Lt. Don Scott said Lear 


squealed and quickly led officers 
to the hideout. 


Newspapers, wire services and 


radio stations had known of the 
kidnaping since shortly after wor- 
ried members of the Moskovitz 
family telephoned police Saturday 
afternoon and reported him miss- 
ing. All kept it secret while the 
family negotiated far his release. 


Leonard's faher, Maurice Mosko- 


vitz, a small silver-haired 
man, 


and his sister-in-law, Mrs. William 
Moskovitz, talked happily with 35 
to 40 newsmen in the Hall of Jus- 
tice. 


"Wonderful People" 


"You're the most wonderful peo- 


ple in the world," Mrs. Moskovitz 
told Police Chief Michael Gaffey. 


The younger Moskovitz, father of 


two children, said the kidnapers 
threatened to mutilate him, but 
actually did him no harm. 


"They kept me shackled all the 


time," he said. "They gave me 
water when I wanted it, and food." 


He said the kidnapers never re- 


ferred to each other by name ex- 
cept Jackson was called "Dutch." 
He said they "talked about a third 
party as if he were a boss, but I 
think that was just a cover up." 


Here is the way the case devel- 


oped : 


Leonard Moskovitz left his office 


on outer Geary street at 11 a.m. 
Saturday to keep several business 
appointments. He didn't keep any 
of them. 


Receive Demand 


Five hours later his family called 


the missing persons bureau. Al- 
most simultaneously a special de- 
livery ransom demand arrived at 
the father's home in the exclusive 
Seacliff 
district overlooking the 


Golden Gate. 


The letter, in Leonard's hand- 


writing, demanded $500,000 and 
gave directions for the kidnapers 
through the personal column of the 
Examiner. 


The father immediately called 


police and the biggest San Fran- 
cisco manhunt in two decades was 
under way. It turned up Leonard's 
car Sunday in a downtown public 
garage, but there were no imme- 
diate developments. 


Late Sunday night a second spe- 


cial delivery note asked the family 
to hurry ransom arrangements. 


Police traced the first ransom

West Should Guard Against Soviet 


Tricks in New Guise 


« Not sine* December, 1947, in London, have the Big Four 


powers met in solemn conclave to consider the peace of &u- 
rope. So the Jan. 25 meeting in Berlin, if it ever does come 
off, i8 certain to be a milestone of a sort. 


Th« 1947 conference broke up without result because 


the Soviet Union declined to take any of the vital steps to- 
ward the unification of Austria and Germany under peace 
treaties. The new meeting will, after some six years, have 
the same subjects on the agenda. 


But no sober Western statesman really expects that the 


Russians have changed their plans and aspirations regarding 
Germany. 
Consequently, none expects to make serious 


strides toward a final peace treaty in this explosive land that 
has been well described as the centerpiece of European 
politics. 
r 
* * * 
The dismemberment of Germany into zones was intend- 


ed, of course, to be only temporary. The Russians are wholly 
responsible for the country's continued division into two 
parts. They shut the West out of the Soviet zone, and there- 
by forced the West to crystallize its own control of Western 
Germany. 


Now this rigid arrangement has been formalized with 


separate governments, largely separate economies, and politi- 
cal orientatiou toward different orbits. 


Clearly, the Western powers will not undo any of the 


work they have done to weave Germany into their orbit, sim- 
ply to chase some Soviet will-o'-the-wisp promising unity and 
freedom for the Germans—according to Russian definition. 


In the beginning, the West saw Germany mainly as a 


burden to them. But as time went on they realized it could 
become a valued member of theWestera. defense and political 
community. 
Obviously, havitfg tasted this prospect, they 


will not settle for anything less than a truly free and inde- 
pendent Germany which could act as a stabilizing force for 
peace in Europe.

* 


Russia, for its part, was surprised and shocked when the 


West excluded the Soviet Union from Western Germany in 
the same way the Kremlin had frozen the West out of East- 
ern Germany. Ever since that time, Moscow has been single- 
mindedly devoted to preventing the final absorption of the 
Bonn government into the Western alliance. 


That will be its purpose in the conference. It may no 


longer offer the old, transparently thin proposals of peace 
and unity—Kremlin style. Instead, according to some ex- 
perts, the Russians may try some new scheme, like a mar- 
riage-of-convenience 
pact (Nazi-Soviet pattern) with the 


United States, or a European "alliance" including Russia, but 
excluding the U. S. 


Whatever the proposal, the goal will be the same: to 


block the arming of Germany, smash Western defense plans, 
undermine NATO, and split the Western powers. 


But by now the West should have seen enough of the 


Soviet bag of tricks not to fall for any of the standard gim- 
micks simply because they are offered in a new wrapper. 


It Grows on Them 


Reports are filtering in that President Eisenhower now 


likes his job better.than he did last year. If this is so, then he 
is following a pattern set by many of his predecessors. 


Not uncommonly, a new occupant of the White House 


finds its burdens, its restrictions, its lack of privacy a wear- 
ing and distasteful thing. Just as uncommonly, however, the 
passage of time leads to mounting interest in doing a success- 
ful job, in winning a good verdict from history. 


In many cases, by the time one or two terms are up, a 


chief executive has come honestly to believe that no one of 
the proper stature for a replacement can be seen anywhere 
on the horizon. 


We hope the president has grown to like his job; en- 


thusiasm for one's work is one of the prerequisites for suc- 
cess. And we count on his genuine humility to keep him from 
concluding at some future date that he has become indispen- 
sable.

Congress Must Act to Solve Congested Airways Problem 


By PETER EDSOX 


XEA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON—(NEA1—Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 


trator Frederick B. Lee says the volume of U. S. air traf- 
fic will be doubled by 1960. In this prediction he puts the 
finger on the growing problem of air traffic control. 


While Lee is advising cities to start planning for this 


huge growth in flying, his own agency which has re- 
sponsibility for the federal airways and aviation com- 
munication systems is being cut to the bone. Ways are 
being sought to shift a large part of the cost from the 
government to private industry. 


Early this year Robert B. Murray, assistant secre- 


tary of Commerce for transportation, proposed that the 
burden of running control towers at commercial airports 
be shifted to the cities. The federal government would 
continue to operate the navigational aids on the airways 
between the cities, under the Murray proposal. But the 
cities were to take over the approaches, landings and 
takeoffs. 


The siren-like wails that went up not only from the 


cities, but also from the commercial airlines, caused Sec- 
retary Murray to cancel his proposal in a hurry. Air 
traffic lanes have to.be operated by uniform control cov- 
ering the entire country. It has to direct traffic for not 
only the commercial airlines, but also private flying and 
military aviation which make up for over a third of the 
total. 


ALREADY A HUGE AMOUNT OF AIR TRAFFIC 
There are now over 72,000 miles of controlled airways, 


1500 paved airports and 4.500 unpaved fields. CAA oper- 
ates control towers at 179 of the busier Class I airports 
and 32 air route traffic control centers. Last year they 
directed some 16 million landings and gave 13 million fix 
positions. 


At Midway Airport in Chicago, busiest field in the 


nation, there were 295,000 arrivals and departures last 
year. 
This averages to 800 a day, or better than one 


every two minutes, right around the clock. The pros- 
pect of doubling this volume of traffic at Chicago in less 
than ten years gives control men the jitters. 


"The most amazing people in aviation." says one old 


hand at the flying business, "are not the pilots of jet 
planes busting sound barriers, but the humble, young men 
who sit in the airport towers and keep airplanes from 
running into each other. 
/ 


With the approach of bad weather when flying condi- 


tions are worse- the troubles of the traffic control men 
become terrible. There is a tremendous amount of strain 
and pressure. 


Total employment of CAA last Jan. 1 was under 17,- 


000, of whom 14,000 were field men on traffic control and 
communication. 
Under the economy drive these forces 


have been cut 3,000. Jobs have been combined so that 
traffic control and communication are handled by the 
same man. Though everything possible is being done to 
keep the 3.000 air traffic controllers, more cuts are rum- 
ored and morale in the CAA field force is shot. 


PILOTS' ASSOCIATION BELIEVES SAFETY AT STAKE 


The situation has become so acute that Air Lane Pi- 


lots Association newsletter put in a complaint that safety 
was being threatened. The pilots' letter dealt specifically 
with conditions at Midway, where the crowding is ex- 
treme. In volume of total operations they rank Cleveland, 
Miami, Denver, Wichita, Los Angeles, Dallas, Teterboro, 
N. J., LaGuardia, N. Y., and Washington, D. S., airports 
in that order. 


CAA's budget for the current year is $143 million, of 


which $105 million is salaries. How much of this budget 
could be transferred to increased fees charged to aircraft 
operators is now under study. 


Last year CAA collected only $600,000 from aircraft 


operators. Most of this was charges for using the CAA 
overseas communications system and for licensing air- 
craft and pilots. 


The government would like to collect about $20 mil- 


lion more for service charges. 
A system of increased 


landing fees is fought by the industry. A ton-mileage 
payment has been proposed for larger craft. 


A special tax on aviation gasoline sales has been 


suggested as the fairest system of paying for government 
services, but commercial aviation officials point out that 
over 30 per cent of the flying is now done by military 
aircraft who would get a free ride. 


Whatever is done, it will take an act of Congress 


to do it.

South shifts to clubs in order 


to set up the one club trick that he 
needs for the game contract. 


It would do South no good to 


begin the hearts by leading the 
suit first from his own hand. East 
would be able to win the first heart 
trick by capturing dummy's king. 
East would then return a spade, 
and South would go down inglori- 
ously.

At first disor- 
dcrliness and lack of cleanliness 
may he the only signs. Many vic- 
tims also become unduly suspi- 
cious and feel that they are being 
persecuted. As time goes on, hear- 
ing or seeing objects which are not 
there, changes in thinking and 
judgment, stealing, and other alt- 
erations in behavior tend to arise. 
Tt is a distressing thing to family 
and friends. 
MUST BE EXAMINED 


The sufferer must somehow be 


examined by a psychiatrist, and if 
this mental disease is really pres- 
ent in a sufficiently severe form, 
the courts can be asked to commit 
the patient to an institution. 


This is not the only form of men- 


tal disease but it is surely one of 
the most important. Many have 
been helped by electric shock 
treatments, or by an operation on 
the brain. All should remember 
that mental disease is no disgrace: 
the sufferer does not intend to be- 
come ill any more than anyone 
tries to contract pneumonia.

List Ways to 
Use Popcorn 


Make your corn-popping sessions 


more fun than ever by trying the 
recipes worked by B. L. Weaver of 
the University of Illinois' horti- 
culture department. 


One of the many possibilities is 


caramel corn. You can make it by 
the two-pan method and get a prod- 
uct similar to the 
commercial 


corn, or else add the ingredients 
for the caramel right to the popper 
if you have a heavy metal one, 
with a stirring device, so it will 
cook while the corn is popping. 


To make three quarts of caramel 


corn by the latter method, add 3 
tablespoons of lard and ft teaspoon 
each of vanilla and salt to a heavy 
six-quart 
metal popper 
with a 


stirring device and heat until the 
lard is smoking hot. Then add ^ 
cup of granulated'sugar and % cup 
of popcorn. You will ne*ed to stir 
the mixture constantly, and when 
the popping slows down, remove 
the popper from the fire to pre- 
vent scorching. 
v 


For making plain popcorn, 


Weaver advises that it is best to 
add the fat and salt at the time of 
popping. They become more even- 
ly distributed "with ;the corn' this 
way. The two exception" are butter 
and margarine, which should be 
added afer the corn is popped, as 
they tend to stick and brown In 
the popper. You may use a variety 
of other fats: Vegetable fat, lard, 
or even bacon or poultry fat if you 
like those flavors. 


Use a pressure cooker or other 


heavy metal pan with a tight cov*r 
instead of a popper if you wish. 
You need not stir the corn If you 
remove it from the fire just before 
It finishes popping. There will be 
enough heat to finish the popping, 
and the corn won't scorch. If your 
corn doesn't pop well it may be

OREGON — (Special) — Edward 


A. Hayes, Chicago, a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for U. 
S. senator from Illinois, Monday 
night told members of the Ogle 
County Women's Republican Club 
there is an Achilles' heel in our 
constitution—« weakness the na- 
tion's founders could not forsee.

Mrs. Sullivan, vn attractive bru- 


nette, said rising coffee prices are 
making coffee a luxury beyond the 
reach'of the man in he street, or 
the woman in the kitchen, and 
"that is almost un-American." 


Blames Speculation 


She said profiteering and specu- 


lation have caused the price of a 
cup of coffee to jump to 15 cents 
in St. Louis and other cities, and 
the price of a pound to climb to 
$1.10 and higher. 


"If this gouging were occurring 


In copper or manganese," she said 
in a house speech Monday, "I'm 
sure the government would be 
showing some concern and un- 
doubtedly getting some helpful re- 
sults. 


"But so far as I can see, it is 


looking with resignation or uncon- 
cern 
on skyrocketing c o f f e e 


prices." 


Then she went to her office and 


whipped out this letter to Secre- 
tary of State Dulles, who deals 
with the countries (chiefly Brazil) 
which supply coffee: 


"Has your department made any 


effort to reach agreement with the 
coffee-supplying; nations to assure 
an adequate supply of the reduced 
(coffee) production for our needs? 
Have you initiated any conversa- 


tions toward assuring this JUpply 
at fair prices? 


A Good Question 


"In other words, Mr. Secretary, 


what is our government doing— 
and also, what can it do under 
present authority—to arrange'with 
the coffee producing nations for 
fairer marketing of coffee in the 
United States? 


"I know every American house- 


wife would be interested in your 
answers." 


Sure, she explained, this may 


not be the weightiest problem 
Dulles faces at the moment. "But 
to 40 million American families," 
she added, "it's the kind of issue 
they wish he would get busy on 
right away, so that they, in turn, 
can fortify themselves properly in 
the mornings to read the news- 
paper accounts of his' other prob- 
lems and concerns." 


Or, as she put it to Dulles, "with

Any American develop- 
ment would be in that 114-mile 
stretch. The rest of the waterway 
is in Canada.

dom from a one to ten year armed 
lobbery sentence at Menard Pris- 
on. The man, Lewis Thomas, is 
represented by Wilhelm. 


In answering Thomas' petition 


for release, State's Atty. Harland 
D Warren charged last week that 
Wilhelm smuggled the pistol into 
the jail. Wilhelm was an attorney 
for the men at the time of the 
escape. He s e r v e d as county 
state's attorney in the early 1940s. 


The man 
who escaped 
with 


Thomas and Brooks was Brooks's 
brother. John. 


Wilhelm charged Monday that 


John Brooks suffered a broken 
hand when an unnamed deputy 
sheriff beat him trying to get a 
statement that W i l h e l m had 
brought the pistol into the jail. 


Thomas contends he was con- 


victed because of "improper court 
action" and "third degree meth- 
ods." He claims he was kept on a 
bread and water diet for nearly 
a month because he refused to 
state that Wilhelm supplied the 
pistol. 


The first witness at Monday's 


hearing was Andy Kreuger, the 
jail turnkey, who testified that 
John Brooks produced the pistol 
after Kreuger had taken him to a 
jail room to confer with his at- 
torneys, Wilhelm and Carlos Dav- 
ies. The turnkey said Brooks lock- 
ed him and the lawyers in a wash- 
room, then fled with the two oth- 
ers,
